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Applicant's below-named representative received a Notice of Abandonment mailed October 
3, 2003, and addressed to the law firm of Antonelli, Terry, Stout & Kraus, LLP, in connection with 
the above-identified patent application. The Notice states that Applicant failed to reply to the Office 
Action mailed November 22, 2002. (Applicant notes that the Office Action was actually mailed 
November 27, 2002.) 

However, the undersigned attorneys for Applicant filed an Amendment and Response 
Under 37 C.F.R. 1 .1 1 1 and Petition for Two-Month Extension of Time on April 28, 2003 with a 
Certificate of Mailing Under 37 C.F.R. 1.8 similarly dated in response to the Office Action 
mailed November 27, 2002. In return, Applicant received a date-stamped itemized postcard 
acknowledging receipt of the Amendment and Response by the U.S. Patent Office on May 12, 
2003. Copies of the timely- filed Amendment and Response, as well as the date-stamped 
itemized postcard from the filing of same, are attached. This evidence indicates that the timely- 
filed response was lost after being received by the U.S. Patent Office.
